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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, 
however are not deemed persuasive. The examiner maintains his position and the obviousness rejection of the pending claims. Ozkan 
teaches wherein a first identification number indicates a broadcast source of a program or service. However, in other embodiments the first 
identification number may be associated with a broadcast RF channel or be associated with other program characteristics such as a 
program category or theme e.g. movies. Ozkan further teaches wherein a second identification number identifies a sub-channel 
corresponding to a specific service within a group of services provided by a broadcaster. The first and second identification numbers in 
conjunction identify a particular service as a sub-channel provided by a specific broadcaster. Ozkan teaches a dual numbering system that 
identifies a selected sub-channel SC that a user has selected for viewing. It would have been obvious that two of the identification numbers 
(for example second identification numbers) of two broadcast sources may contain the exact number, but offer different services (col. 6, 
lines 1 1-41). This is possible because Ozkan teaches a dual numbering system wherein the first number may be different (different 
broadcast sources) while the second identification numbers may be identical (two services provided by two different broadcast sources). 
Therefore, Ozkan meets the scope of the claimed limitation "wherein said database comprises at least two identical service identifiers" and 
renders the currently pending claims obvious. Applicant is respectfully advised that in order to further expedite prosecution of this 
application and overcome the cited prior art, applicant should amend the base claim to describe in more narrow details the true 
distinguishing features of applicant's claimed invention.. 
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
